G.S.R. 364.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
5 of the Customs Act, 19G2 (52 of 1962), and in supersession of the rules issued 
with its notification No. 95-Customs dated the 12th July, 1902, the Central Board 
of Revenue hereby directs that in the case of the Custom House at Bombay and the 
Custom House at Calcutta,— 

(1) the Additional Collector of Customs shall be In charge of all the Depart¬ 
ments other than the following, namely:— 

(a) Appraising Department including Air Freight and Postal Appraising 

and matters connected with Import Trade Control; 

(b) Refunds (Appraising) Department; 

(c) Audit Department; 

(d) Chemical Laboratory Department, and 

(e) Establishment Department; and 

(ii) the Collector of Customs shall, during the temporary absence of 
the additional Collector, exercise all or any of the powers and dis¬ 
charge the duties of the Additional Collector; 

(2) the Additional Collector shall, during the temporary absence of the Collec¬ 
tor of Customs, exercise all or any of the powers and discharge the duties of the 
Collector.
